Convicted Slayer, Believ- 
ed Innocent by Police, 
Confesses Plea of Guilty 
Was False.

He then went 
home, Filosa said, went to bed and 
when he awoke found that he had 
slashed his half brother, Salvatore 
De Hall, a schoolboy, to death. He 
had alse wounded his half sister, 
Catherine De Hall, and __ inflicted 
slight cuts on the face of his moth- 
er, Mrs. Anna De Hall, according to 
the story he told at the time of his 
arrest, 

Authorities Doubt Confession. 

Six weeks ago Filosa told his story 
in court and a jury convicted him of 
manslaughter. But néither the dis- 
triet attorney nor the presiding judge 
felt that justice had been done. There 
was something about the story that 
sounded incredible, and the judge de- 
ferred sentencing Filosa.

Tools and Materials. 

You will not need any expensive 
tools in model building. Almost any 
model can be constructed with the aid 
of some sand-paper, a rule and a

simple rules and your prop will -be & 
suUCCESS : : 

Use medium hard balsa. 

Keep all edges straight. 

Cut the hub away as much as 
possible without weakening it. It 
does no work at all. <A coat of 
model cement will usually help 
this part. 

Follow all lines carefully. 

The diagram shows how to carve @ 
right-handed prop, one that revolves 
clockwise when viewed from the rear 
of the plane. First true up the balsa 
block and sand it smooth. Then draw 
the diagonals onthe wide faces anil 


‘ends (opposite end in opposite direc, 


tions). At the point where the two 
diagonals cross, drill the hole for the 
shaft by pushing a_ straight pin 
through. Now carve out the block as 
shown in the second diagram, follow- 
ing the diagonals closely except at 
the center where a section at legst 
inch wide is left. 

Remember that balsa is easy to cuf. 
Take it slow and easy, don’t rush 
and ruin. The other diagrams show 
exactly how to finish carving the 
prop. Carve the prop almost down 
to the finished lines and sand it the 
rest of the way. A double coat of 
banana oil always for all contest 
props! If you need more informa- 
tion, you can see all the steps in carv- 
ing & prop in the Peachtree window 
of George Muse's, together with mod- 
els of a twin pusher, and a tractor. 

Adjusting the Model. 

After the model is built and as- 
sembled it must be adjusted before 
attempting to fly it. Line up all 
parts and glide it from a height of 
four or five feet. If it makes a long 
flat glide, it is safe to wind the mo- 
tor up a few turns and launch the

All contest models are covered 
with an imported Japanese _ tissue. 
This is very strong and light, and is | 
easily applied to the frame with a) 
thin coat of banana oil. Strong out- 
door models can be doped after cov-| 

‘to draw the tissue tight. By | 
all!’ means do not try to dope the 
wings of light contest models, as the 
dope will usually draw the wings out 
of shape. 

All joints and construction in 
model building is made with a quick- | 
drying cement. This cement. is oil 
and water proof and exceptionally 
strong. It is sold under such trade 
names as Ambroid and Smasco Glu. 
The latter is a colorless cement and 
makes a much neater model than the 
orange colored Ambroid. 

Banana oil is used to strengthen 
all balsa sticks and spars, as well as 
for attaching the tissue to the wing 
surfaces. A mixture of banana oil 
and Acetone is the usual composition 
of all commercial wing dopes. 

Practically all the small metal 
parts are made from tinned piano 
wire. The most useful sizes are: No. 
6 for very light indoor models, No. 
& for endurance tractors, and Nos. 
11 or 14 for twin pushers. 


Motors. 

Rubber bands are by far the best 
form of motive power for contest 
type model airplanes. More power 
ean be stored in it for its weight 
than any other form of power plant. 
The most used size of rubber is the) 
well-known one-eighth inch flat. A/| 
few strands of this will fly any con- 
test model. Both light and heat 
cause rubber to deteriorate. To keep 
your extra motors fresh put them 
in an airtight and lightproof con- 
tainer. A little powdered soapstone

An endurance tractor motor of two | 
strands will take 1,000 turns if the! 
rubber is fresh and has been pre-| 
wound twice for 300 turns. A motor | 
of this type should be stretched to 
at least twice its length before wind- 
ing. six or eight-strand motor 
used on the twin pusher type model, 
should take from 750 to 1,000 turns 
under the same conditions. An egg- 
beater winder should be used to se- 
cure this large number of turns as 
quickly as possible. Never keep your 
motors wound up! This will ruin a 
rubber motor quicker than anything 
else. Always let the rubber rest be- 
fore rewinding. It is a good plan to 
have two motors and use them alter- 
nately. 

In constructing your model] make | 
the wing frame first, according to | 
the plans for the particular model you | 
are building. All balsa parts are | 
glued together with either Ambroid | 
or Smasco Glu. When the frame is 
dry you are ready to apply the tissue. 
First see that all wrinkles are re-| 
moved and that the paper is big) 
enough to cover the part you

working on. Then apply a generous | 
coat of banana oil to the ffame and 
lay the tissue on. Draw all parts 
smooth and allow to dry. Trim with 
a razor blade and paint the edges 
with another coat of banana oil to 
secure them.

If the model dives, the wing 
not giving it enough lift. Te 
remedy this move the wing forward a 
little at a time until the model 
glides smoothly. On the other hand 
if the model flutters down, the wing 
is too far forward and should be 
moved back until a flat glide is the 
result. 

Turning to the side can be eliminat- 
ed by bending the rudder in the case 
of a tractor, or moving more wing 
to the side in which the plane turned 
if it is a twin pusher. A plane 
should glide smoothly without power 
in order for it to‘climb with the eor- 
rect amount of power. After the 
model is adjusted, wind it up about 
half way and launch into the wind. 
Don’t chase or grab at the model—let 
it land by itself. A properly con- 
structed model will not break if left 
alone. If the flights don’t seem long 
enough you have probably made the 
parts too heavy. Try again. Re- 
member, no winner ever quits!

Such matters are controlled by im- 
personal economic prénciples§ and 
eauses which operate regardless of 
individual opinions or desires. 

“The questions of the economic 
value of high wages and the economic 
necessity of lower wages are open to 
discussion, and upon them bankers} 
differ, as do all other classes.”’

TO REDUCE PRICES 


Manufacturers’ Group 
Declares Reductions 
Would Aid Business. 


NEW YORK, May 24.—(4)—The 
executive committee of the National 
Association of Manufacturers today 
issued a statement asking retailers to 


make a more equitable reduction in 
prices to consumers in proportion to 
wholesale reductions in an aid to 
speed up general business recovery. 

“Anything like a complete return of 
national industrial prosperity must be 
retailers of the 
United States reduce their selling 
prices substantially as much as the 
decline in the prices they pay for 
what they buy.” says the statement. 
“We urge the retailers of the country 
to give serious consideration to the 
vital problems of national economics. 

“From January, 1930, to March, 
1931, the average decline in all whole- 
sale prices was 23.3 per cent. Yet 
during the same period the cost of _liv- 
ing, as represented by retail prices, 
declined only 10.3 per cent, less than 
half as much. Wholesale _ textile 
prices, for example, declined 30 pet 
cent, while retail clothing prices fell 
only 15 per cent; wholesale food 
prices decreased 28 per cent, but re- 
tail food prices have declined only 
19 per cent. 

“There would be even wider diver- 
gence between wholesale and retail 
prices if it were not for the outstand- 
ing exceptions represented by a few 
well-managed and far-sighted mer- 
chandising establishments. 

“When the retail prices have been 
reduced approximately as much as 
wholesale prices public buying power 
will be increased and our mills and 
factories can resume operations at a 
rate which will enable them, even 
with reduced prices, to provide great- 
er employment for workers and divi- 
dend payments to thousands of inves- 
tors.”

In the present business depression, 
the movement for an_ international 
conference on silver began as an agi- 
tation about silver as a commodity 
only, and not as a basis of currency. 
All the early demand for an interna- 
tional conference aimed merely at cer- 
tain steps by several governments 
which should have the effect of in- 
creasing the price of silver as a mere 
commodity. One of the steps contem- 
plated was that the British govern- 
ment in India should hold off the 
market certain quantities of silver 
which it has in its vaults 
and which it has been selling. The 
theory was and is that holding this 
bullion off the market will tend to 
permit silver to rise in price. Some 
other similar steps by other nations 
were and are contemplated. All these 
demands had to do with silver as 
merely metal or commodity like 
brass or nickel or paper. 

What is just now arising, however, 
is a quite different thing. It is a 
demand that silver be used as the 
basis for currency in the same sense 
gold. A few countries, specially 
China, already use silver as the basis 
of currency. What is now suggested 
is that countries which long ago aban- 
doned silver as a basis for currency, 
countries which have used gold alone 
for decades or generations, shall now 
give thought to including silver as an 
additional basis. 

Fixed Value. 

The concrete form of the proposal, 
as put out by some persons having 
real importance in the world, is that 
the nations shall agree among them- 
selves that 20 ounces of silver is the 
fixed and permanent equivalent of one 
ounce of gold. Thereafter, 20 ounces 
of silver should serve as the basis 
for just as much currency, and cur- 
rency of the same validity, as one 
ounce of gold. In short, 20 ounces 
of silver should be completely inter- 
changeable with one ounce of gold. 
The effect would be to increase enor- 
mously the available basis for cur- 
rency and similarly increase the quan- 
tity of currency in the world. 

The argument for use of silver is 
associated with associations that the 
amount of gold in the world has be- 
come, or soon will become, insuffi- 


A 


cient to serve as adequate bases for) 


the increasing quantity of currency 
that the world needs to carry on busi- 
ness comfortably. These associations 
about the insufficiency of gold come 
from some quite elevated sources of 
financial thought. 

without saying that the 
great mass of orthodox, conservative 
financial and business thought in the 
world would reject utterly the notion 
of making silver interchangeable with 
gold in any fixed ratio whatever. If 
it were thought that the proposed in- 
ternational conference would = even 
discuss such a suggestion, probably 
most of the conservative thought in 
the world would emphatically disap- 
prove ‘holding the conference. The 
same conservative thought would re- 
ject utterly the notion of using silver 
as a basis for cyrrency in any coun- 
tries excepting the few in Asia and 
Latin America which already use it. 
If the conference is held, as seems 
likely, the program will be held strict- 
ly down to steps having to do with 
silver as commodity only. 

Nevertheless, the mere holding of 
a conference dealing with silver in 
even a strictly limited way will stim- 
ulate the kind of thought which looks 
to silver as a means of increasing the 
quantity of money in the world. The 
amount of such thought already ac- 
tive in the United States is impres- 
sive enough to cause wonder whether 
it may express itself politically. 

The answer depends, as so much 
of the immediate future of politics 
depends, on how long the depression 
lasts, on whether commodity prices 
remain low, and on whether there is 
a general and prolonged reduction of

"EUROPE AWAITS 


EDGE'S ADDRESS 


Speculation Rife Whether 
Ambassador Will Touch 
on Disarmament. 


BY JOSEPH E. SHARKEY. 

PARIS, May 24.—(/)—Moral help 
from the American government and 
the American people in pushing for- 
ward reduction of armaments is gen- 


' 


erally expected in international circles 
in Paris. | 

The opinion is being expressed that 
American encouragement will be sore- 
ly needed if any serious hopes are en- 
tertained as to the success of the gen- 
eral disarmament conférence at Ge~ 
neva next February. 

As it has been a tradition for 
American ambassadors in France to 
make important political pronounce- 
ments on Memorial Day, there is con- 
siderable speculation as to whether 
Walter E. Edge will touch upon the 
world’s desire for disarmament during 
his speech next Saturday at Sures- 
nes cemetery. 

The most ardent advocates of dis- 
armaments, it is learned, are expect- 
ing no more than an agreement to re- 
frain from increasing land and air 
armaments to result from next year’s 
gathering. 

It is believed here that Germany 
will not be satisfied with such a so- 
lution because she has always wanted 
what she calls a levelling of arma- 
ments, meaning reduction of those of 
the former allies to something ap- 
proaching Germany’s strength, or else 
a right to increase her arms to a point 
approximating those of France, Po- 
land, Czecho-Slovakia and Rumania. 

At present there is no official indi- 
eation in Paris that the 1932 confer- 


‘ence will be postponed or that France 


wishes such a postponement. 
One or two extreme nationalist or- 
gans such as La Liberte have started 


a campaign for postponement on the) 


grounds that France runs a risk of 
having the 1932 meeting result in in- 
creased armaments for Germany while 
those of France are stabilized. 

The positive attitude of Foreign 
Minister Aristide Briand against the 
proposed Austro-German customs 
treaty is regarded here as a sign of 
a new French determination to adopt 
a firm policy on international prob- 
lems which seem to affect France's 
national security. 

Virile forces are seen at work in 
the country to foster this attitude, 
especially among the powerful organ- 
izations known as “Youth Patriots.” 
This is a more moderate body thar. 
the Italian fascist party, but has sim- 
ilar patriotic aims. 

The organization: held its annual 
convention today at La Rochelle. 

The aim of the Youthful Patriots 
is to* bring about union among politi- 
cal parties at home, to combat social- 
ism and communism, and to encourage 
a vigorous policy on all questions 
linked with preserving France from 
future aggression. 

The organization’s shibboleth in- 
cludes a united front against any 
weakening of the navy and support 
for the government against making 
any further naval concessions to 
Italy. 

Andre Maginot, minister of war, to- 
day told a gathering of visiting Bel- 
gain war veterans that France “did 
not consider peace treaties intangible 
as some would make out.” 

“No human work can have that 
pretension,” he declared. “We limit 
ourselves to demanding that treaties 
be not touched for the moment in or- 
der that they may have time to pro- 
duce their useful effects, notably in 
the domain of securtiy which interests 
us more than anything else. 

“But what we cannot admit in any 
case is that treaties, under which the 
new Europe is living and which can 
only be revised by agreement of Sig- 
natory powers and_ following = de- 
termined procedure, should become the 
object of unilateral revision which 


‘would be the equivalent of their vio- 


lation; peace can only repose on re- 
spect of international contracts. 

In conclusion M. Maginot referred 
to limitation of German armaments 
by treaties as constituting “a guaran- 
teé for peaceful peoples.”

IS PAID BY U. &., 
SAYS WET BODY

at home or purchased from neighbor- 
hood bootleggers at fairly low retail 
prices.” 

The association exes that al- 
though “a considerable quantity of 
beer is purchased in speakeasies by 
the glass, and at $3 to $4 a gallon,” 
it had been found that it could be 
produced at home for 30 cents. 

It said that its total figure there- 
fore was based upon costs to the pub- 


lic of 50 cents & gallon for beer, $2.20 
a gallon for wine and $11 for spirits, 


despite reported conditions in some 
sections where, in speakeasies, “‘whis- 
ky and gin sell at $12 a quart or $48 
a gallon.” 

“The make-up of liquor consump- 
tign has shifted considerably under 
prohibition,” the report contiaued. 
“We have greatly increased our Bn 
capita consumption of spirits. he 
per capita consumption in 1914 was 
1.44 gallons. In 1929 it was 1.65. 
Beer consumption has been reduced 
from 20.69 gallons in 1915 to 6.5 in 
1929. On the other hand, wine con- 
sumption has increased from .53 _gal- 
lons to .90. In other words, prohibi- 
tion can be credited only with a re- 
duction in beer consumption.” 

The association contended this shift 
had much to do with the reported bil- 
lion dollar increase in expenditure 
for drink since 1914. It said the 
present consumption totals were now 
200,000,000 gallons of spirits, T00,- 
000,000 gallons of beer and 110,000,- 
000 gallons of wine. 

“The drink bill would bé much 
higher,’ the association concluded, 
“but for the fact that the manufacture 
of liquors is largely a home industry, 
with practically no labor and over- 
head costs. The increased expendi- 
ture for hard liquor, however, has 


created a strong and dangerous in-, 


dustry. 

“There is no evidence that the gen- 
eral business depression has serious- 
ly curtailed the illicit liquor industry. 
In fact, enforcement statistics show 
that seizures, fines and forfeitures 
have greatly increased in 1930 
1931.”

Borrowing Program 
Stands in Sharp Relief 
Against Criticism. 


WASHINGTON, May 24.—(/)—A

With just six weeks remaining of 
the present fiscal year, the treasury 
had a deficit of $985,670,314 on May 
21. Income tax collections in the 10 
months and two weeks had dropped 
$315,000,000 under those of the cor- 
responding period last year to $1,- 
558,000,000 and customs duties had 
declined $155,000,000. Miscellaneous 
internal revenue dropped $47,000,000. 

With total income reaching $2,774,- 
000,000, expenditures had mounted to 
$3,760,000,000, or $230,000,000 more

It is the task of all you 
graduates to bring to the rescue of age 
the vision and enthusiasm of youth. 
Thousands of men who were pros- 
perous only a few years ago today are 
seeking in vain for the means of a 
‘livelihood, “Stoutness of heart and 
intensity of faith are needed to solve 
this great human problem.” 

Mr. Collier, sketching the history 
of Oglethorpe University since its 
founding at Milledgeville in 1832, paid 
warm tribute to the work of Dr. Ja- 
cobs, stating that the president had 
imbued the university successfully 
with his own high ideals and ‘“‘breath- 
ed into it the breath of life.” 

“Had I the power,’ Mr. Collier 
went on, “I would confer upon Dr. 
Jacobs here the degree of doctor of 
advertising and progressive accom- 
plishment.” 

Need for Education. 

Characterizing the need of the world 
for educated people as greater today 
than ever before Mr. McCormick de- 
clared that “we do not understand by 
any means the science or the art of 
living together as a social family. Ad- 
justments are evident on every hand, 
and what we need is the educated man 
er woman who has picked up enough 
vision to take his principles out into 
the world and courageously apply 
them.” ‘ , 

Dr. Smith spoke humorously of the 
hardships of his own college days 50 
years ago, but ended on a more se- 
rious note with the adjuration: 
“Young men and women, go out and, 
like the sun, bless the world by giv- 
ing it light.” 

After expressing gratefulness for 
the honor which Oglethorpe had con- 
ferred upon her, and stating that she 
regarded. the recognition she had so 
received as “the crowning  achieve- 
ment’ of her life, Mrs. Gilmer, or 
Miss Dix, called upon the fund of hu- 
mor with which she has so often de- 
lighted her many readers. 

Feminine Education. 

“IL am very much impressed,” she 
said, “by the contrast between this 
graduation, and the last ‘one in which 
[ participated a good many more years 
ago than I eare to mention. Then we 
girls thought about our pretty dresses, 
und practically nothing else. 

“Nothing is more indicative to me 
of the development of a more serious 
trend than to observe here tonight 
that more girls than boys have ap- 
peared as candidates for degrees in 
literature and journalism. I think 
that’s fine, for I want to say right 
here that I regard journalism as the 
ileal career for a woman. What is a 
newspaper, anyway, but the aggre- 
gate gossip of the world? 

“Much as I have enjoyed my work. 


however, I must admit that it has had | 


its drawhacks. My advise hasn’t al- 
ways turned out right. Take, for 
instance, a letter I received from a 
woman not long ago. She asked me 
if L realized the harm I was doing in 
the world. Then she went on to say 
that she had written me years ago 
for advice as to how to win the love 
of a man who would pay her no at- 
tion at all. ‘I followed your advice, 
and married the man,” she ended up, 
‘Now I wish I hadn't.’ 

“Another woman complained that 
her reward for following my instruc- 
tions as to how to be a perfect lady 
had resulted in her having to sit alone 
at home now every night, so you see 
journalism isn’t all a bed of roses.” 

“Thought Machines.” 

Tracing the gradual vanishing of 
man's various liberties with the devel- 
opment of civilization in a whimsical 
little speech, Dr. Shapley predicted 
that “thought machines’ would soon 
remove even the freedom of thought. 

“To be free.” he said, “we would 
have to uncivilize ourselves. Under 
present conditions, some social bond- 
age is necessary, and the best we can 
do is to see that those who make the 
rules of that social bondage are edu- 
eated, sweet-tempered and _benevy- 
olent.” 

At the conclusion of the honorary 
degree presentations, Dr. Jacobs made 
a brief statement in which he called 
attention to the courses in college edu- 
eation which Oglethorpe will begin to 
broadcast June 5 over its own radio 
station WJTL. named for the donor, 
John Thomas Lupton, of Chattanooga. 
Progress in raising the 33,000,000 
fund sought by the university also was 
reported by Dr. Jacobs,

EAST LIVERPOOL, Ohio, May 
24 —(/P)— Existence of an automobile 
license tag “war” between the states 
of Georgia and Ohio was revealed here 
tonight by J. S. Hilbert, deputy auto- 
mobile license commissioner in this 
district, who said a Georgia circus had 
been required to buy Ohio licenses on 
trucks which carried Georgia plates. 

Hilbert said the Downie Brothers 
circus, which played here May 15, 
had paid “under protest’ $323 for 
Ohio licenses for eleven trucks . and 
trailers in its caravan of about three 
dozen trucks. The “unwritten law of 
reciprocity” between states was ob- 
served on all trucks not bearing 
Georgia licenses, he added. 

The matching of Georgia tags with 
Ohio plates was required, Hilbert 
said, “in retaliation for the failure of 
Georgia to extend the usual recipro- 
city to Ohio licensed cars and truck.” 

Owners of the circus were notified 
by two inspectors from the Ohio de- 
partment of motor’ vehicle registra- 
tion that they would have, to get Ohio 
licenses for trucks bearing Georgia 
tags, or face arrest, Hilbert said. 
When they agreed to pay the $3253 
tag bill it was with the understand- 
ing that it would be refunded “when 
Georgia takes similar action in Ohio 
cases,”

NEW YORK, May 24.—An under- 
current of optimism with regard to 
the stock market and general busi- 
ness is being felt in important places.

RESULTS FROM ECONOMIES. 


While the statements of earnings of 
industrial corporations for the second 
quarter of this year are expected to 
make a poor showing, they are also 
expected to begin reflecting the many 
economies which have been inaugu- 
rated, so that even with no better- 
ment in business better results are ex- 
pected in many instances than those 
reported for the first three months of 
this year, 

A better showing of earnings by 
reason of beneficial results from 
economies would undoubtedly tend to 
cause directors of important indus- 
trial corporations to maintain present 
dividends. In high places it is 
lieved that many managements believ- 
ing that there will be improvement in 
the fall, will maintain present dis- 
bursements fo shareholders, hoping 
that they will be justified by better- 
ment in business following the end of 
the summer period.

URGES BUYING STOCKS. 

An illustration of the undercurrent 
of optimism is furnished by Joseph 
Haggerty, of C. D. Barney & Co., one 
of the largest New York Stock Ex- 
change houses. Mr. Haggerty, who 
has been in the Street for more than 
30 years and has been closely asso- 
ciated with important industrial lead- 
ers, when interviewed Saturday, said; 

“After passing through two years 
of severe depression, I believe. we. are 
rapidly approaching a turn for the 
better, and while there are two months 
of industrial uncertainties ahead, 
there have been indications of a per- 
ceptible improvement in business, 
which, in my opinion, will become 
grey during the end of July or 
the early part of August. 

“Appearance of second quarter 
earnings may cause some unsettle- 
ment, but it may also be true that 
the recent recessions have already 
discounted unfavorable six months’ 
earnings. 

“I am strongly of the opinion that 
we have discounted all of these fat- 
tors. 

“The technical situation of the 
market is such that any pronouncedly 
favorable déyelopment will bave a no- 
ticeable effect, and I am convinced 
that within the next few weeks, we 
can look for some very constructive 
news; consequently, I believe’ that 
with prices at present levels, oppor- 
tunities are offered that may not ap- 
pear again for a long time to come.” 

WESTINGHOUSE LOWER. 

Westinghouse Electric, which has 
been a favorite target for short sell- 
ing, was also under pressure Satur- 
day. Its heaviness was accompanied 
by reports that business so far in May 
had shown a substantial contraction. 

Railroad shares were from 1 to 2 
points lower. ‘Transportation shares 
are believed in investment banking 
circles to have been thoroughly de- 
flated. Investment buying is coming 
into the railroad shares in the belief 
that the promise of good crops this 
year should make them look more at- 
tractive. 


NEW ORLEANS COTTON 


SHOWS FURTHER LOSS 


NEW ORLEANS, May 23.—(4)— 
Fair activity in trading featured the 
cotton market during the past week. 
The price trend was downward and 
prices reached fresh low levels for the 
season on the last day of the period 
and closed at the very bottom. The 
net decline for the week was exactly 
50 points on the two most active 
trading months, bed and October, a 
shrinkage of $2.50 a bale. 

The main ostensible cause of the 
decline was the weakness in the stock 
market creating the belief that gen- 
eral trade and industrial conditions 
were still depressed, but the wunder- 
lying cause was the unsatisfactory 
consumptive demand for cotton on the 
one hand and the large unsold sup- 
ply on the other. This coupled with | 
fears of a larger crop this seas@n 
than needed caused’ buyers to hold 
off and deprived the market of the 
customary speculative support. 

Weekly statistics were rather more 
favorable, particularly mill takings, 
which were larger than the previous 
week as well as the correspontins 
week last year. Exports also gaine 
over last year for the week.

TAL SE SHARE 


IN BOND ADVANGE 


BY ALEXANDER HENDERSON, 
Associated Press Financial Writer. 


NEW YORK, May 24.—(4)—Prob- 
ably the most important event influ- 
encing the bond market last week was 
the meeting on Thursdag of eastern 
railroad presidents at which it was de- 
cided to draw up plans for a petition 
to the interstate commerce commission 


for an increase in freight rates. 

Previous to that the advance in 
bonds had been concentrated pretty 
consistently among the gilt edge ob- 
ligations but thereafter it broadened 
to include less desirable rail issues, 
as a result of which virtually all of 
the loss of the earlier part of the week 
in this group was regained by the 
close. 

Any increase in revenues would 
have a doubly bullish effect on rail 
bonds. Improved earnings help the 
credit of any borrower. As the stand- 
ing of many rail issues as legal invest- 
ment for savings bank and trust funds 
is determined in different States by 
various margins of net earnings avail- 
able for bond interest greater reve- 
nues would also tend to bolster the 
demand. 

Continuing ease in the money mar- 
ket, the latest evidence of which was 
the reduction in interest rates paid 
on foreign demand deposits, was a 
fundamentally favorable factor. Fur- 
ther unfavorable earnings reports of 
various companies served to check any 
tendency toward a general recevery 
among the issues of secondary or spec- 
ulative rating. 

At present Wall Street is trying to 
make up its mind what Secretary 
Mellon will decide on for his next fi- 
nancing. If he decides to float an is- 
sue on June 15 a preliminary an- 
nouncement would seem likely toward 
the end of this week. The market for 
government bonds is more favorable 
than in years, but the demand for 
short term issues is even better from 
the standpoint of the government. 
There are two maturities of certifi- 
cates of indebtedness totaling $558.- 
000,000 on June 15. Some means of 
funding the known deficit will have 
to be provided also.
